As you are aware the 
Gtand Trunk people form about one 
quarter ‘of the population of the city. 
‘In the matter of the public. school 
to cost $100,000, something must be 
“done. This has been deferred for ser- 
eral years owing to the war and we 
now hare children who have remained 
several years in the lower forms, as 
there is no place to put them and it i 
‘Felt that this new school is an urgent 
Sand i« just, as important a8 
unk sewer, ‘down Station. street.

Several Towns Threatened ~ 

Tho fire is now raging up through 
the Maccan woods, and Is only about 
three miles distant from the settle- 
ment, on the main line of the rail- 
road, At the same time it is fighting 
back against the wind towanl tho 
shoro linc, This morning © the fire 
split, one line of flame travelling orer 
the river and the other branch into 
the woods in the near vicinity of He- 
bert River. The fire has already cut 
in a circle, and while the gale at pre- 
sent is driving it in on. Maccan, an- 
other veer of any description would 
mean destruction at either Apple 
River, Two Rivers, Shulee, River He- 
bert, or even Joggins. Joggins at tho 
moment is not lable to suffer any 
serfous conscquences from the flames 
but in the past few days the wind has 
varied to such an extent that even the 
citizens of that town are more than 
alarmed. Sparks are continually fall- 
ing over River Hebert and at Mac- 


jean the citizens are out with what” 


firefighting apparatus they posses, 
snd havo been fortunate in quelling 
any incipient blazes thus far.

Dear Sir,—in my opinion Mr. Walm- 
sley ts a nullity. It does not comply 
with section 69 of the Assessment Act, 
Chap. 195, R.O.S. 1914, subsections 
34, 5, 6. 

Under section 3 where a municipal 
elector thinks @ person has been as- 
sessed too low or too high or has been 
wrongfully Inserted In or omitted from 
the roll, he may within a time limit 
m.preceding section give notice in 
writing to the Clerk of the municipali- 
ty, and tho Clerk shall give notice to 
such person and to the assessor of the 
time when the matter will be tried by 
the Court of Revision. é. 

Mr. Walmsley does not give the 
name of any person. He simply states 
that he appeals against the assess- 
ment of the city of Bolleville for the 
year 1920, assessment too high. 

Subsection 6, no alteration shall be 
made In the roll unless under a com- 
plaint formerly made according to the 
above provisions. 

Subsection 6 defines your duties as 
to entering the appeals. 

Subsection 7 gives the form of the 
list so on the whole I am satisfied 
that Mr, Walmeley's appeal is a null- 
ity.

Over 20,000,000 acres of land are 
available for farming, and the agri- 
cultural possibilities are unlimited 
Timothy, oats, wheat and barley are 
grofn there, and the average quality 
is higher than that produced in Old 
Ontario. All that is needed to make 
a success in the new part of the Pro, 
vince is “spine,” resolation and a lit- 
tle capital. Markets are ed by the 
many towns along the railways, atl 
also by the mining and lamberirtz 
camps.

London Times’ Trade Supplement 
By-the interpretation placed upon 

this somewhat ambiguous clause by 
the Canadian customs authorities, an 
importer of goods from the ‘United 
States to the amount of, say, $100, 
000, pays duty not on that sum, but 
on $83,000, which is the United States 
dollar equivalent of Canadian dollars 
at the present rate of exchange. But 
if the Canadian importer buys tho 
same quantity of Brifish goods he 
pays duty on $135,000 and not $100,- 
000. The effect of this interpretation 


of the aw is to reduce the preference 
granted by the tariff to imports of 


British goods. In actual operation, 
the depreciation in the exchange ac- 
tually wipes out the preference. ‘The 
average duty on United States goods 
ia 32% per cent. which on $83,000 
is equal to $26,000. On the other 
hand, the average duty on‘ the Import 
of British goods is 25 per cent. whith 
on $135,000 would amguapt to $36,200. 
Itgis not surprising, in these circum- 
stances, that Canadian importers of 
British goods should be clamoring for 
a different’ Interpretation of the cus- 
toms law, so that tho British prefer-

OTTAWA, June 1.—The debate in 
the Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
United States Congress upon a reso- 
Iution expressing “‘grate concern’’ 
over conditions in Ireland and ‘‘xym- 
pathy with the aspirations of the 
Trish people to have 9 government of 
their on choice’ has awaketied rome 
echoes in Ottawa. Ta members took 
cognizance of the effort of advocates 
in the United States of Irish indepea- 
dence to secure from Congress a pro- 
pouncement amounting virtually to 
a recognition of the so-called Irish re- 
public. Sir Sam Hughes has given 
notice of a resolution to be placed p- 
on the order paper of the House of 
Commons, which may be regarded as 
a anggestion to members of the Con- 
gressional Committee to reform certain 
conditions in their own countrr 
fore directing their attention to 
fairs in Ireland. 

Thertext of the proposed resolution 
follows : 

“That in view of the facts, that for 
generations from period to periad 
the financial conditions of the laws con 
serning the Irish tenantry hare been 
more literal, relatively, the 
tenant, thon those of any other part 

of the British Empire, or any other 
country.

Debs In Prison Suit 
Takes Nomination . 
For U.S. Presidency 


Formally Apprised of His Selection 
Behind Bare of Atlanta Pent- 
tentlary 
. 


ATLANTA, June 2—Clad in the ptt 
son wnifdkm of Llue denim which has 
superseded’ the traditional stripes, 
Eugene V. Debs, for many years the 
standard bearer of the Socialist Par- 
ty received formal notification that he 
had again been nominated for the 
presidency. of the United States, and 
in a carefolly prepared and slowly de- 
livered address, he accepted the hon- 
or pgid him by his comrades. 

It was a seene nnique in the history 
of American politics—the tendering of 
a nomination forthe presidency of: a 
nation to a man serving a prison term 
for violatifg the laws of the nation, 
@ man whose prison term would outlast 
two termaag president if he were 
elected, who can make no campaiyn 
addresses who will not be permitted 
even to issue campaign statements or 
to write: political letters, 

The official notification took place 
in the office of Warden Zerbst, at the 
front of the big prison after Debs and 
the party of Socialists who had called 
upon him had gone into the May sun- 
shine outside the main entrance and 
posed for innumerable  photographa 
and many feet of movie film. It was 
here that Debs was kissed on the cheek 
hy Seymour Stedman, Socialist candi- 
date for vice-president; was kissed by 
and received from Dr, Madge Patton 
Stephens,’a member of his own So- 
cialist local at Terra Haute, a bouquet 
of roses, all of which was duly record- 
ol by the movie.camera,

ON CROP CONDITIONS 


Tho following iu a summary of the 
May crop Bulletin prepared by tho 
Statistics and PubXcations Branch of 
the Ontario Department of Agricul- 
ture, based upon information furnish- 
ed by a staff of about a thousand cor- 
respondents under date of May 22nd: 
Vegetation is estimated as helng from 
ten days to two weeks behind the av- 
erage. 

Most of the live stock were on the 
grass by the third week of May, but in 
many instances there was not enough 
pasture to satisfy, as growth had been 
slow on account of the rather cool 
spring. 


* — Spring Sowing 

Spring sowing was being rushed as 
correspondents wrete, the weather 
then being bright and open. In some 
favored localities all spring grains 
were in and corn and roots were be 
ing planted, but the majority were not 
so far on. The seed ded, generally 
wpeaking, was never In better cond!- 
tion. Opinions aro greatly divided as 


a bes the likelihood of jan increase in the 


acreage of beets~ are reported by 
some. A number of correspondents 
state that more land will be pastur- 
ed than formerly. 


, Fall Wheat 

Fall wheat which came through the 
winter in excellent form, received 
somewhat of a setback by the raw 
spring weather, but is expected to 
have at least an average\yleld. The 
acreage is about ten per cent great- 
er than last year. 

Clover has not done so well as 
winter Nwheat. The mid-summer 
drought last year was very trying to 
the crop and it suffered in places 
fro mspring heaving. 

AMalfa has done relatively better 
than clover.

The two writers declare that before 1923 there can be no change in 

~ the excess of American exports over imports, but after that date Europe 
must begin to pay suspended interest on her debts in America. The 
total interest will amount to $740,000,000. 

When this payment begins to be made in the form of imported goods 
the American trade balance will start to decline, they state. An event- 
ual increase in imports over exports, say the writers, may be reached in 
the lateitwenties. Discussing the European situation, the writers say+ 

- “AM in all, it appéars certain that Great Britain is fully able to pay 
her way, aod that her position will steadily improve.

4 Are Not Popular 


TORONTO, June 3-—“It is my opin- 
jon,” stated Sir John Willison, in ad- 
dressing the York Pioneers at the Nor- 
mal School, here, “that within the 
next four or five years there will be 
but two large political parties in Can- 
ada. There will be a moderate party 
and a Liberal or Farmers’, or maybe 
a combination of the two, party. It.s 
also true that there are not more 
than half.a dozen really independent 
newspapers in the © English-speaking 
world. The people do not want them, 
as the’popular state of mind desires 
to cling to the old traditions, and it 
is necessary for a newspaper to have 
a political connedtion.”” 

The speaker. was addressing the 
regular meeting of the association on 
the development of 
Canada, and the future of the eas aa 
it appeared to him. He referred to 
the early days of newspapers in Can- 
ads, am! sketefiel the history of a 
number of the more prominent papers 
of the past and present, The old 
weekly papers contained more news 
than did the earlier dailies, and af 
the present time this condition some- 
times prevails. 

He stated that there were difficult 
daya ahead for the newspapers of 
Canadas, bub he thought most of the 
difficulties would be overcome. In 
comparison with Australia, Canada 
had s much more difficult proposi- 
tion, owing to the fact that in Canada 
French and English are spoken, and 
papers aré printed in both languages, 
while in Australia there is but) one 
language. The introduction of the 
rura) mail delivery had proven to be 
an immense benefit to the morning 
papers. 

In conclusion, he state! that the 
editorial pages of the larger papers 
of today weré but little, if any, su- 
perior to those of the seventies. The 
papers of today express the thought 
of the majority of the people and de- 
serve the support of the public.

LaBghi ¢ CONDITIONS 
i UNSETTLED IN ENGLAND 

Labor conditions still are unscttled 
in England, not so much because of 
dissatisfaction with ages, hours or 
working-conditions as to jealousy be- 
tween rival) trade unions and partic- 
ularly between skilled and unskilied 
labor, says the American Chamber of 
Commerce at London. 

A crop of new wage demands from 
other unions is declared to have re 
sulted from the settlement of the de- 
mands of the longshoremen by grant- 
ing them a:minimum wage of sixtcen 
shillings a day. The railwaymen aro 
demanding an advance of £1 a week 
In disregard of an agrecnient they had 
made wit) the government only fire 
days earlier which provided for ap 
automatic adjustment of waxes ac- 
cording to cost of Mving. The en- 
gincers and firemen also hare pre- 
sented demands for large Increases. 

The cotton operators who had 
threatened to strike on May 1 to en- 
force demands for a 60 per cent. wago 
Increase have now accepted govern: 
ment arbitration. The employers of- 
fered them an advance of 23% per 
cent which was rejected. 

Gas workers have demanded wage in- 
creases, more holidays and overtime 
pay. These would affect 100,000 men, 
The miners have voted to accept the 
government's offer of a flat Increase 
of 20 per cent In wages. This advance 
is expected to cost £25,000,000 a year. 
Owing to this, the price of Industrial 
coal has been advanced to two and 
one-half shillings a ton and of house- 
hold coal at 13% shillings a ton,

Ontario ia in the grip of an epidemic 
of measles. Of 3,768 cases’, of com- 
municable diseases reported during 
May, there were 2,364 cases-of meas- 
les, with €5 deaths. Apart from 
measles the health of the province was 
little below average, tho increase for 
all other diseases being only 400 A 
decided improvement Is shown in the 
diphtheria death rate. The discase 
has been giving a great deal of trouble 
for some months and in February the 
death rate was 15.3 per hundred casea_ 
Last month this had droppal to 11.5. 
There were fewer cases of scarlet fever 
but more deaths, There were fewer 
deaths from influenza, -influenzal 
pneumonia and primary pneumonia 
than in May, 1919. . 

The doctors of the province are still 
remiss in notifying the health’ author. 
ities of cases of venereal disease com- 
ing to their notice.

Some fall wheat is being plowel up 
or drilled in with other spring strain, 
but as a rule the fiekls are well up to 
the averace for promise. 

Clover is not in’ ag geal condition, 
nencrally speaking, ax is desirable, as 
the late spring greatly checked its 
growth, Pastures also have been 
eaten rather closer than utual for the 
time of year, as many live stock had 
te be turned on the grass before it 
waa ready, owing to the scarcity of 
focklers. 

Orchards haye in 
bloom, and the prospects for yields 
are on the whole better than ordinary, 
although some growers are 
to the act of fruit as bees are scarce 
this year, owing to winter losees, 

Essex says that there a 
showing of sugar beets, which are be- 
ing thinned now, and also states that 
about 99 per cent. of the crop is al- 


ready planted, with prospects of a biz

DANGER IN SLUMP 

“We do not demand, nor do we de- 
aire, a precipitate collapse in prices

“Tt requires full and [ree accept- 
ance and use of the best that invention 
has to offer. 

“It requires bold and audacions re- 
construction of method and process in 
the conduct of basic industries. 

“Labor dogs not opp@se introduc- 
tion of improved methods in industry. 
Tt courts and encourages improre- 
ments in processed and in machinery. 
What it will resist is the introduc. 
tion of these processes and this ma- 
chinery at the expense of the workers. 

“There is a knowledge of industry 
among the workers in ‘industry of 
which society has not begun to arail it- 
self. The effort has been to suppress 
uso of that knowledge and to demean 
those who possess it. The workers 
know their work as none but the work- 
ers can know it, The shoemaker knows 
his Inst and the engincer understands 
the capacity of his engine. 

“The workers are appalled at the 
waste and ignorance of management, 
but they are too frequently denied the 
chance to offer their knowledge for 
use, 

“They decline to be enslaved by the 
use of their own_knawledze and they 
can not give of it freely or effectively 
except as equal in indastry, with all 
of the rights and privileges and with 
all of the stature and standing of em- 
plorers. 

“Adoption of the principle of volun- 
tary effort, or fnll co-operation in in- 
dostry will bring to the industrial life 
of the nation such an impetus that pro 
daction will ceate forever to be a prob- 
lem in American life. 

“Adoption of the principles we here 
urge will inevitably result in a rapid 
decrease of the number of non-pro- 
dacera who at present live by fasten- 
ing themselres in one useless capacity 
or another upon the industrial life of 
the country. Proper absorption of 
non-producers into useful channels 
wonld be a simple problem. 

“We urge the setting ap of confer- 
ence boards of organized workers and 
employers, thoroughly voluntary in 
character and in thorough accord with 
our trade anion organizations as 
means of promoting the democracy of 
industry through development of co- 
operative effort. We point ont to 

employers the fact that industry, 
which is the life blood of our civiliza- 
tion can not be anade the plaything 
and the pawn of a few who hy chance 
today hold control, Industry is the 
thing by which all must live and it 
must be given the opportunity to func 
tion at ita best. 

“Labor tarn-over ia but one of the 
evils which will disappear in propor- 
tion ‘as the workers are given voice in 
mana;rement. This is proven by statis- 
tics which show the lowest turn-over 
in those industries where the workers 
exercise the most effective roice by 
reason of the highest degree of organ- 
ization, 

“We propose the salvation of indus- 
try. We propose the means whereby 
the world may be fed and clothed and 
Honsed and given happiness, We have 
service to give and if permitted to 
givo freely and on terms of manhood 
and equality, wo will give in abun: 
dance. We can not be driven as slav- 
es, but we can give mighty service in 
a common effort of hamankind,"’

Is New v Moderator 


General Assembly at Ottawa 

CITAWA, June 5.—Rev. Prof, Jas, 
Ballantyne, D.D., professor ‘of Knox 
College, Toronto, was unanimously 
elected Moderator of the General As- 
sembly in Chalmers’ Church, 

There “were four nominees in all: 
Professor Ballantyne; Rev, Dr. A. T. 
Love, Quebec; Rev. Dr. A. 8S. Grant, 
Téronto and Profexsor Gandier, of 
Knox College, Toronto, — Professor 
Gandier retired in favot of hia senior 
colleague, Dr. Ballantyne, Rev. Dr. 
Love and Rey, Dr. Grant were’ bal- 
loted upon, Dr. Love receiving the 
slightly larger vote, Then when the 
balloting was between his name and 
that of Rev. Dr, Ballantyne wag about 
to start, Dr, Love retired, making the 
election unanimons, 

This was, the chief feature of the 
firat service of the 1920 «General As: 
sembly, The retiring moderator, Rev. 
Dr. John Pringle, preached a thought- 
ful and optimistic sermon, The large 
auditorium of Chalmers Church was 
crowded, every seat being occupied 
and scores standing, The meeting, 
which awembled at 8 o'clock, did not 
adjourn till 11. 

Most of the expected fire huondred 
delegates are already in the city, 2@ 
large number arriving last night, 

The loss of a trunk belonging to 
Rev. Dr. Robert Campbell, joint clerk 
of the General Awembly, threatened 
for a time to hold up the business of 
the gathering, but today at noon it 
was located by the railway officials 
and will be here in time for the open- 
ing sewsion this evenng. The trunk con 
tained most of the records of the As- 
sembly and if it had not been recover 
ed would hare seriously hampered pro- 
ceedings. With customary energy, 
Dr. Campbell, on discovering last 
evening that the wrong trunk had 
been delivered to Chalmers’ Charch, 
set about to locate hia property, The 
trunk which waa received contained 
varions articles of ladies’ finery. 


THE RETIRING MODERATOR 

The retiring moderator, Rey. Dr. 
Jobn Pringle, who also bears the title 
of lieutenant-colonel for his services 
in Franée in the late war preached his 
mderator’s sermon from the text found 
in the 48th Psalm. It reads: 

“Walk about Zion and go round 
abont her; tell the towers thereof; 
mark yo well her bulwarka; consider 
her palaces; that we may tell it,to the 
feneration following. For this God 
is our God forever andyever."" 

Rev. Dr. Pringle said that these 
words have significance today, for 
the work] was stirred as never before 
to the necessity of a wider vision, The 
Protestant churches in* Canada had 
no fear for the future, for they had a 
{ull conception of the magnitude of 
the work that lies ahead. 

Dr. Pringle told of how in his. bos- 
hood the words of the 48th Psalm took 
hold of his imagination and conscience 
and had kept. their hold durisg his 
life. 

God ia marching on to the accom- 
plishment of His great purpose,” de- 
clared the speaker, ‘Pessimism ought 
to have no abiding place in | the 
thought and specch of those who are 
disciples and soldiers of the Great 
King. 

“T have scen in my year of office a 
new spirit in our people or an old 
apeaker aroused, more than glimmer- 
ings of a better and = more generous 
spirit, which is henceforth going to 
make adequate provision for the sup- 
port of the worker and for the equip- 
ment necessary for the work, 

“Tho growth of the Church as I 
have seen it here in Canada is a mir- 
acle,”” Dr, Pringle declared. ‘Forty 
years agh there wax one preabytery be- 
tween the Great Lakes and the Roc- 
kies, We had not 150 places in that 
great area from which wo preached 
the Gospel. Now in the synod of Sas- 
katchewan there are 852 preaching 
places alone, and the other Churches 
have marched abreast with us in the 
conquest of Canada ith Christ. 

“For one man that showed a real in- 
terest in the work of the Church when 
I began my ministry 42 years of0, 
there are 50 today. Wo have reached 
the objective of the Forward More- 
ment and passed {t largely becanse we 
were led by consecrated business men 
and women of the church. Railways, 
banks, commercial institutions gen- 
erally aro not in it with the Church. 
We are hundreds of miles beyond them 
engaged in God's business and pre- 
paring a way. for Him in the wilder- 
nese, 

“There must be no self-complacency 
or Sateen our work,”’ 

Dr, Pringle paidea~tribute to the 
Public Schools, behind which he stated 
the Church should solidly staid? He 
advocated better training facilities for 
ministers and church workers.’

Ask For Ontario _ 
Divorce Court 


Petition from 117 Citizens of London 
Deserted by Spouses During War 








LONDON, Ont, June 5—Major G. N. 
Weekes, barrister, teft London for 
Ottawa to present to the Senate and 
House of Cogymoris the petiilon to 
Lave a divarce Gosrt established for 
Ontario. There wero 117 names on 
the document, 87 being those of men 
and-30 of women, cach signatory be- 
ing a person desiring to appeal to 
such a court for divorce. The petition 
says: 

“To the Senate and House of Com- 
mons of Canada. The petition of the 
undersigned citizens of tho city of 
London, Ont, humbly showeth: 

“(1) That your petitioners have 
been deserted by our respective spous- 
es, and such spouses aro living In 
adulfery with other persons. 

“That nearly all of us are returned 
soldiers or the wives of soldiers, and 
we lived happily in our homes until 
separated by the duties of the war, 
and doubtless would still be so living 
happily but for such separation on 
war duty. 

“(3) That most of ua have children 
who by reason of such desertion and 
the breaking up of our homea have 
now no real homes, and we ourselycs 
are likewise homeless, 

“(4) We are alt young and healthy 
people, and with al Ithosoe inatincts 
with which our Creator endowed us 
and we feel that the continuance of 
the legal bond binding us to those 
who, on their part, havo»scorned it, 
and depriving us all our lives of the 
privilego of lawful wedlock, is a cruel 
wrong to us. 

(6) Already many persons in posi- 
tions like ours, seeing that divorce 
In Ontario fa trgated as a luxury, quite 
available to the rich, but out of reach 
to the poor, the class to which we 
belong, have formed natural mar- 
riages, and are living happily in them, 
Gespising the disapproval of those 
persons who, not having occasion 
themselves for divorce, deny it to 
others. But, for ourselves, wo prefer 
to be lawfully married, to produce and 
bring up children without the atigma 
of “illegitimacy” and live in peace, 
and not as outlaws or In social ostra- 
cism. 

“(6) Your petitioners, and largo 
numbers of others, were greatly dis- 
appointed at the fallure of Parliament 
in 1919 to_pass a foil Igiving divorco 
jurisdicition to the Superior Courts in 
Ontario, and we feel that tho sacrific- 
es wo mado, a¥ above stated, at the 
call of duty wero very lighty esteemed 
by your honorable body. 

“(7) Your petitioners observe that 
& strong effort is being made\by those 
opposed to divorce to prevent t divorce 
legislation, and to keep this Province 
in that state of social and religious 
slavery long since cast out by overy 
other progressive state, and we urgent 
ly pray that your honorable body will 
not be so misled to our undoing, but 
that you will at once pass a suitable 
law giving divorce jurisdiction ta our 
courts, as above mentioned,

Mountain Coal Mine 
Near the city of Mauch Chunk In 


Pennsylvania, I visited a coal ming! 


on the summit of the mountain, This 

mine has been on fire for years, and 

cannot be extinguished. A narrow 

gorge rallway carried you to the sum- 

mit where you have a splendid view. 

You descend by a gravity railway. One 
car runs with a man at the brake.|‘ 
No engine or other power is attached. 
The car is started by two men pushing 
it, and it runs to the base by a scries 
of curves or sig-zags. The descent 
upon one curve brings you to the dos 
cent of the second curve and so to the 
base. Many of the houses at the foot 
of the mountain havo thelr gardens 
and yarde running up the mountain, 
so that if a man wants to visit bis gar 
den, ho has to climb up from ais back 
door. 

Much the same thing occurs at Que- 
bec. If you stand on the cliff where 
the jmmense hotel is built, you will 
see the yards, and gardens at the foot 
of the cliff running up the mountain.\ 

Yellowstone Park 

1 visited the Yelowstone Park some 
time ago. A railway carries you 
from the station on tho main line to 
Cinnibar station, so called because of 
the faco of a mountain close by, is a 


very broad slab of the metsl known 
as Cinnibar, bright red. It is entire- 


ly different from the surrounding rock 
just one of nature's freaks. A coach 
and four horses carries you up a steep 
mountain to the large hotel on the 
summit. On the level plateaus in 
front of the hotel Is a little geyser 
from which smoke constantly issues. 
A short distance away you descend by 
a ladder iato a large and deep circu- 








springs. Bolling water flows from the 
summit and forms: pools of various 
beautiful colors, yellow, Diue, pink, 
etc. If a amall vessel ig placed over 
night in the water, it is roated with a 
creamy deposit. re states 
Yoleanic. You approach a 

as white as snow. wes weer ina bool 
ing, dashing, scalding water beneath 
your feet, as you walk on the surface. 
Many geysers make themselves ap- 


up a continuous stream of bolling wa- 
ter thirty or forty feet high. The 
stream gradually subsides, but after 
an interval, repeats the performance. 
This has been golng on for many 
years, probably ages. 

Old Faithful 

In Now Zealand they have geysers. 
One of these geysera in, the Park is 
called “Old Faithful” as it never var. 
jes In spouting every fow minutes, 
You can time your watch. by him. Very 
many geysers are on this lake. The 
trees ‘along the margin are all dead. 
Something In the water fumes des- 
troy them. One geyser is by the side 
of the road It is called “The Black 
Growler.” The water dashes in it 
all the time. You throw a stone down 
its mouth and in a moment It ts 
thrown out with tremendous force. 
‘There aro large circular ponds which 
continuously boll fed by subterannean 
fires. 

The Yellowstone Falls aro most 
®eautiful, dashing, and foaming from 
a great height. Even in July you re- 
quire a fire at night. Water froze one 
night tn one of the tents. It is a 
wonderful national park. Elk, buffa- 
Joes and many animals abound. Park 
Rangers are constantly on watch. In 
this strange region, there is one greaf 
curiosity, a mountain of glass. The 
glass is dark colored and is called ob, 
sidian. It rises on the road aide to a 
great height. You are permitted to 
carry away as much of the glass as 
you desire, The C. P. R. in its pass 
age through tho Rockies affords views 
of unsurpassable beauty. How men 
ever succeeded in burrowing through 
immense mountains and constructing

\Poblic'Should Bef 
. — Better Protected 


Coroner Boyce . Says “Protection. is 
Needed for Dangerous Curve and’ 
_ Hill on Victoria Avenue. 

“We would recommend that ‘the 
Police Commiasionera of the city take 
the matter of speed of motor cars and 
regulation of traffic under .consider- 
ation and that same be strictly en- 
foreed,” was the recommendation ¢m- 
bodied in ths vetilict of the Coroner’s 
Jury Fridsy evening after enquiring 
into the circumstances of the death of 
tix-year-old Walter Patterson on Vic- 
toria Avenue, Wednesday, June 9, |} 
1920. Coroner Dr. Boyce pointed out 
to ths jury very clearly the great 
danger of the locality on account of |} 
the growing traffic, a steep vrade, a 
sharp curve at the fodt of the grade 
and railway tracks to creas. 

The jury found that the driver of 
the bus, Mr- Jas. Cook, did all pos- 
sible under the circumstances to avoid 
the accileSt. 

Dr. Boy®, the coroner, raid that the 
hill was a very dangerous one, “Et 
was easy for motor cara to come down 
‘ast and difficult to go up slow.” 
Three deaths had resulted from ac 
cidents there, and while Shere was no 
evidence to ehow that the latest ac- 
cident was the result of excessive 
speed, there had been a congestion of 
traffic and confusion. The jury could 
make suggestions as to the improve- 
ment of the traffic, including the 
placing of a policeman there at rush! 
times, a dummy policeman to make 
the car drivers exercise greater care 
and keep their place, or other im- 
provments. 

Dr. Boyce, giving medical evidence, 
said that the injuries received by the 
boy were the result of being etruck 
by the motor bus and the wheels did 
not pass over his body. The nature 
of and extent of the wounds proved 
this. 

Mr, Frank Foley was coming down 
Victoria avenue {fn his motor car and 

eave the accident. The little Iad was 
watching Mr. Foley's car coming 
down the avenue and did not appar- 
sntly cee or hear the bys approaching f 
from the other direction, seeing that 
he had time to cross before Mr. 
Foley's car padsed the little boy ran 
out directly in front of the motor bus, 
saw it too late and turned to retrace 
his steps when the car struck him. 
Mr. Foley was of the opinion that the 
front and rear wheels passed over the 
boly. 

James Cook, the bus driver, did not 
see the boy until directly in front of 
hia car. He threw the wheel sharply 
to the left, thinking he might avoid 
striking the boy, then applied the 
brakes and stopped the car. There 
were aixteen or seventeen passengers 
in the bus and two were sitting on the 
seat beside him, which obseurmd his 
view of the sidewalk. The bus was 


“| travelling on second at about seven 


milea an hour specd. This was his first 
accident in four yeara of driving. 

Mr. H. B, Stock, saw the little lad 
start to run across the street, called 
a warning to him, ut the noise pre- 
vented his voice being heard.

How inany ‘Canadians would favor 

@ policy of reckless consumption of 
our Umber, without regard for the 
needs of the nation ten, twenty or 
forty y hence? We venture to 
ray not mhny. Yet the Canadian For- 
estry Journal reprodiites remarks by 
Sir Andrew McPhail against any con- 
sideration of the future in the shap- 
ing of timber policy. “If you are dis- 
posed to ask for*adrice,” the profes-

would give you would be to con- 
Unue in your work, gef rid of all the 
pulpwood that exists as quickly an 
possible, for this reasog: that if you 
don’t, it wilJ.only perish, and we of 
this generaijon might as well get 
what wo can out of it. Nor need we 
of this generation concern oursel¥es 
{oo much aboutthe future. We hava 
done our part In the world, and let 
those who come after us do their 
share; and If they will Jook Into your 
records, thoy will find that you tor- 
tured and tormented youraclves into 
finding a solution.” 

It- im caleulated: that forest fires, 
and other ;weste of standing timber, 
havo cost the provincial treasuries 
a thousand million dollara in lost 
stumpage fees. But Canadian house- 
holders know, from practical experi- 
ence In housing to-day, what are.the 
economic results of the cutting down 
of our timber resources.

FORGE T. LANIGAN, one of 
the; most ©rliliant writers 
that Canada has given to the 
world, was born at 8t 

‘Charles, near Throo Rivers, in the 
Province of Quebec, on December 10, 
1845. He died in Philadelphia, while 
on the staff of the Record, on Feb 
ruary 5, 1886. In Montreal he 
attended the High School, where he 
became the favorite pupil and life- 
long friend of George Murray, the 
famous classical teacher and poct. At 
about sixteen Lanigan took up tele 
Sraphy, soon acquiring uneommor 
speed and accuracy, and forming 2 
friendly rivalry with Thomas Alva 
Edison, he perfected a handwriting 
as legible as print. During the Fen- 
fan raid on Canada, in 1866, bo sent 
important despatches to New. York 
Journals. In 1867 ho established In 
Montreal, with Robert Graham and 
other friends, the Free Lance, a satir 
ical weekly . largely directing 
its assaults uw) the City Hall. From 
that little paper grew the Star, of 
which Lanigan was the first editor, 
contributing a serial story, never re- 
printed. In 1870 Lanigan removed 
to the United States; in 1871 he was 
in Chicago on the fateful night of 
its great fre. Without a moment's de- 
lay he sped to South Chicago, took 
hold of the wire at a local office, and 
telegraphed the New York World a 
story such as appeared in no other 
newspaper of New York. Much of his 
racicst work. was published (in its 
pages, including his famous Fables. 
These Fables, with pictures by F. C. 
Church, were issued as a booklet in 
1878. A few days afterwards the 
World office was burned down, with 
almost the whole edition of that book- 
let. ‘This accounts for its rarity: a 
decent copy casily Commands ten 
dollars, 

In person Lanigfan was short, and 
in his later years inclined to stout- 
ness, with a light fluffy beard. He 
was always tho life and soul of every 
social gathering of his friends. Te 
this day, both north and south of the 
Canadian frontier, his taking-off at 
but forty years Is deeply mourned. 
He had barely begun to dorelop his 
rare gifts of wit and fun, satire and 
paths" Two of his brothers survive: 
William B. Lanigan of Winnipeg, and 
F. R. Lanigan of Montreal. 

Here is one of his “Fables Out 
of the World”: 


KIND-HEARTED SHE-ELEPHANT. 


A kind-hearted she-clephant, while 
walking through the Jungle where 
the Spicy Breezes blow soft o’er Cey- 
lon’s Isle, heedlesmly set foot upon

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RACTICALLY every phase of 
the late war has been written

enemy to his knees. A mysterious 
yell of secrecy hung over the portals 
of Whitehall and even to this day} 
there are within the pigeon holes of ' 
New Scotland Yard Intelligence 
branch secret papers, which, 
‘brought to the light of day, would 
open the eyes of many people who 
have read everything they could lay 
their hands on in connection with 
the war. 

There must be many people who, 
in discussing the late war, ask if ever 
these cocrets will be revealed. For 
instance, will the finding, of the 
Hampshire enquiry ever bo publish-: 
ed and the mystery of the death of 
Kitchener be solved. In connection 
with the tragic death of that “‘or- 
ganizer of victory” blame has been 
attached by many to the British 
Government, but those who-are cog- 
nizant of the facts can never 
divulge them, for they have already 
pald the penalty for their ‘treachery 
and they ved many miles from Eng- 
land.

The Allies ever since the com- 
mencement of the war possessed the 
entire control af the cables of the 
world, Not a line of German pro- 
Paganda could ever cross the ocean 
by means of the cable, but the Ituns 
bad a powerful wirel system 
which could reach the Scandinavian 
countries. Russia, Holland, and other 
countries, Often German “nows” 
Was, transmitted through thelr wire- 
Jess stationa to such vessels that 
might have eluded the British navy, 
but there wero only a few casea of 
this kind, as‘the German ships did 
Bot lve long to be of any read ralue, 

Tho work that the Propaganda De- 
partment of the British Government, 
in Matson with similar departments 
fn the allied countries, performed 
during the last two years of the war 
has never been properly known dr) 
understood by the people of the Brit- 
ish Empire. The bullets and tho guns 
destroyed the bodies of the enemy, 
but propaganda destroyed their 
spirits. 

In order that every phase of the 
British endeavor might be brought 
Ministry played a varied part and 
was divided into numerous branch-s, 
Also the best Brains were employed. 
Among those who gave their serviecs 
were: Arnold Bennett, E. Phillips 
Oppenheim, Major Beith (Ian Hay), 
Sir \Anthony Hawkins (Anthony 
Hope), Hugh Walpole.

It drow 
nearer together the allied countries 
and did much to bring the United 
States on the aide of thé Allies. In 
short, it did much to bring about vice 
tory to the allied arms.

But'nothing is being sperit—not even time and thought — in making |: 


traffic control keep pace with the constantly, growing use of cars and 
“trucks. The world needs a traffic emancipator, says the Scientific Amer- 
acan. le r . 

Legislation, speed cops, signals and chalk marks on pavements have 
all failed. Nothing short of physical means must be resorted to if we 
are to eliminate a distressing situation which ends daily im frightful 
death, destruction, and suffering throughout the country, 

Therefore, but a few simple thmgs are required to revolutionize 


traffic control-to the satisfaction of all concerned—to the satisfaction of [ 


the car driver and the “strian alike. To beyin with, the pedestrians 
must be kept’out of the streets. Make it a penalty for this class to get 
off the sidewalks, where pedestrians properly belong. ° 

The city of. San Francisco is planning to build underground tubés on 
Market street to keep people from crossing this busy thoroughfare on 
the'surface of the street. These tubes are to cost sbout $17,000 cach. 
Majin business thoroughfares in every large city should adopt this plan. 

It is true. that these tubes, or crossing tunnels, installed at every 
Street corner} throughout an entire city would undoubtedly be prohibitive 
from a-standpoint of cost. In the outlying residential districts, how- 
ever, 2 cheaper and ‘just as satisfactory a means of getting pedestrians 
‘from_oné corner‘ to another without walking in the street is possible. 


' By: lresopting to Aidducts, or crossing arches, persons afoot would-be 
enabled to cross'without danger to life and limb, and the «peed fiend could } 


be permitted to feed the motor all the gas it might crave. These cross- 
ing‘ viaducts might have.an epdless belt stairway, or electrically driven, 
automatic tlevators, and the initial cost would be somewhat fess than that 
of the tubes. = 

Crossing viaducts would also’be of use on gala days as vantage 
points for spectators watching street pageants, and their cost and up- 
keep might be offset from rents from little booths arranged in the en- 
trances for business purposes, . 

As a means of protection to thosé driving cars and trucks, once the 
pedestrian is eliminated from the streets, all thoroughfares should (have 
a ptotruding curbing of cement or. brick extending down the centre of 
the road and perhaps rising up about cight or ten inches. This barricr 
would ensure machine travelling ii in opposite directions always keeping 
on.the proper side of the road. If the cost of such a protection is pro- 
hibitive, then the next best thing is a painted white line to remind drivers 
to keep on the proper side of the road. This schcme has been tried in

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Chinese Labor in Samoa. 
Makes Serious Prob!em 
For the New Z:alanders 


HE problem with which the 

New Zealand Government is 

faced in western Samoa, In 

the matter of Chinese labor, 

{a one of pecullar complexity, Samoa, 
under German rule, was subjected ta 
the exploitation everywhere charac- 
teristic of the German colonial policy. 
Copra, rubber, cacao, kapoc, In fuct, 
all the tropical products, can readily 
be grown on the islands, but the Sa- 
moan has not the least desire to 
grow them; and nothing, #0 It would 
seem, will prevail upon him to pro- 
duce them, or assist in their produc- 
tion, beyond tha amounts necessary 
to supply his very scanty needs, Even 


the Germans, apparently, could not 
overcome this reluctance to under- 
take continuous manual work, and 
ao they proceeded to import coolies 
from China, In large numbers, and 
gn the indenture system. 

When the New Zealand Govern- 
neenf, as{juandatory, took over the 
Bite and fell heit ‘to the German 
nfations, {t wan ‘faced with the 















* lalternative of elther,¢ontinuing this 










systeni of indentured labor or aban- 
doning the plantations. For the Sa- 
moans refused to work, and white 
labor was impossible. The Govern- 
ment decided on & compromise, When 
the New Zealand troops took over 
the colony there were some 3,000 
coolies engaged on the plantations; 
of theso about 2,000 were allowed 
to return to China as their inden- 
tures expired; but the Government 
decided fo continue the system, with 
the provision that the number of tn- 
dentured laborers should never ¢x- 
eced 1,000, 

Now the question of indentured 
labor is one which Is constantly com- 
ing up for judgment In various parte 
of the world, from the point of view 
both of its morality and of its value. 
There a wide divergence of opin- 
fon on Both iexuca, But there can be 
no doubt whatever that there fs 8 
growing tendency to condemp tho 
practice, no matter how carefully the 
interests of the laborer are apparent- 
ly safeguarded. It was Just about 
fourteen years ago that the question 
of Chincse labor in South Africa was 
so largely instrumental in bringing 
about the overwhelming Conservative 
defeat In Great Britain, at the gen- 
eral election held in that year, and 
no British statesman has dared to 











































advocate “Chinese slavery,” as it was 
characterized, since. Then, carly in 


1916, Lord Hardinge, at. that time 
Viceroy of India, pronounced himself 
emphatically An favor of abolishing 






dad, British Guinea, Fiji, and Dutch 
Surinam; whilst any proposal to re- 
vert to it is sure to call forth a food 
of protest from many quarters. 

This is just what ia happening in 
New.Zealand at the present time. The 
New Zealand Labor Party will have 
none of indentured labor in Samoa. 
It Ja quite in vain for the Govern- 
ment to contend that Samoan labor 
is not available at the present tine; 
that the Samoans have yet to be edu- 
cated to the necenulty of work; that 
such education ia being undertaken; 
but that, in the meantime, the neces- 
gary workers must be Imported; and 
that whilst the natives are idling 
the} are actually “going short of ne- 
ceasities, auch as an adequate water 
supply.” Labor, at once, comes back 
with the retort that indentured labor 
is a form of slavery; and that If the 
Samoans do not want to work as in- 
dustrialists on plantations, “to make 
monoy for white. owners,” why 
should New Zealand attempt to force 
them:-to do so? “They are quite 
happy if they are left alone.” The 
Government at Wellington may reply 
with all manner of carefully reasone:! 
argument, but Now Zealand labor, 
and a very large public opinion in 
New Zealand, remains eatirely un- 
convinced. Already labor ts Oghting 
an clection on the issuc, and aito- 
gether it would scem as If the Gov- 
ernment would be cémpelied to find 
tome other solution of the question 
than the present one. That a sati- 
factory. solution can be found can- 
not, of.course, be douted. The min- 
ing industry of the Rand did not 
come to an end on the day that the 
last of the’ Chinese coolles was 10 
turned to China.

represented the Mall and Emplre for 
reveral years in the Ottawa Press Gal- 
lery, and on leaving to become editor 
and manager of the Quebec Chronicle 
in 1898 was presented with a silver 
rervice by the citizens of Ottawa. He 
rejoined the Mail and Empire as asso- 
ciate editor in 1901, and served as edi- 
torial writer under his well-known bro 
ther Arthur Wallis, then  e¢ditorin- 
chief. It was during this period that 
Sir James Whitney selected him as 
his secretary. 

Mr. Wallis Is in a position that calls 
for rare Judgment, and he fs sald to 
poasess It in a marked degree. He is 
the least Hkely of men to get his chief 
into a tangle through indiscretion or 
tashness. The present generation of 
newspaper reporters find it hard to be 
lieve that ho was once a newspaper: 
man Ike themselves, so impossible Is 
it to get him to urgburden his soul of 
the secrets they seck, 

He has a very exactive job, gcting 
as a boffer between the Premier and 
the people. If he ever gets his rege 
jar allowance of holidays he considers! 
himself pretty lucky. 
miler {s in Toronto he has to be thero 
in his buffer capacity, and if the Pre- 
mier is out of town, his presence Is all 
the more required. 

Ils elevation to the dignity of a 
Deputy Ministership is an inte reating 
development of secretarial status, All 
tho other deputy ministers are the per 
manent executlve heads of tho differ. 
ent Government departments. As the 
Premier's deputy he Is not an exec: 
tive in tM sense that the others are. 

In tho old days, before Sir Oliver 
Mowat, the Premiera did most of the 
secretarial work .themgelres, writing 
laboriously in long-tmund. Sir Oliver 
Mowat was the first to really have a 
secrotary. He appointed S$. T. Baste- 
do, then a youth under twenty years 
of age. Frank Yelgh was secertary 
to Hon. A. S. Hardy. Hon. G. W, Ross, 
went back to the old traditions, doing 
most of his own work, with tho ald of 
an_occasional stenographer. 

Mr. Wallis has created traditions by 
being in turn secretary to Messrs. 
Whitney, Hearst and Drury, His ele- 
vation In rank shows the importance 
of the ‘office has grown, And.he has 
stenographera to do the work for him 
that once Premiers did with thelr own 
hands. :

OTTAWA, June 16.—The Minister 
of Customs has given notice of legis- 
lation which will authorize the licen 
“necessary 
or desirable for the use or consump 
tion of Canadian people.” The motion, 

hich Is to come before the House 
whilo not specifically mentioning news 
print, is it ls understood, designed to 
meet the néeds of Canadian news- 
paper publishers in that regard. 

Tho resolution reads: That It ls ex- 
‘péediont to bring in a measure to 
amend the Customs Act, and to pro 
‘vide that the Governor in Council may 
from time to time make regulations 
for or relating to the exportation of 
any article, commodity or materiai 
which Is produced or manufactured in 
Canada, and which is, in the opinion of 
the Governor in Councll, necessary or 


deaeble for the use or consumption! 


of the Canadian people, or for the en- 
couragement, malintalnence or preser- 
vation of any trade, {pdustry, business 
or occupation and may be such regula- 
tions order and direct that ahy such 
article, commodity or material shall be 
exported only unger license issued by 
the Minister's recommendation: for 
that purpose; and that the issue of 
any such licenso/and the exorcise of 
any right or privilege thereby confer- 
red shall be subject to such conilitions 
as the Governor In Council upon the 
recommendation of the Minister of 
Customs and Inland Revenue shall pre 
scribe,

Police Overcome by Force of 5,000 
White Citizens, 





DULUTH, Minn, June 17.—Over- 
riding the police force of the city, a 
mob estimated at 5,000 persons took 
possession of poljce headquarters and 
seized «ix negroes held in connection 
with a criminal attack on a younz 
white girl, ‘ 

Three negroes were lynched. 

Another negro may share the same 
fate. 

Members of the mob held “court” 
on the second floor of the — building 
temporarily acquitted two of the 
#ro suspects, but apparently decided 
the others were guilty. 

The crowd stormed the jail in the 
early hours of the evening, all efforts 
of the police and firemen to” prevent 
them failing. 

Four lines of hose were taken away 
from firemen by the mob and turned 
on the police. Stones and sticka were 
used to break windows, and members 
of the mob crawled into the jail. At 
10.20 p.m. efforts were being made to, 
hatter down the stecl doors lealing to 
the cell rooms, and it appeared only 
a matter of minutes before the crowd 
would succeed. 

The attack on the girl is allezed to 
have occurred at the circus grounds 
here. The negroes, employed with the 
¢ireus, were rounded up by. the po 
tice after the girl's story had been told. 
Four other negrets, it is said, were 
urreated several miles from here and 
were being brought to Duluth tonight.

Lieutenant Leonard B. Curtis, of the Royal Flying Corps, is taking 

~. Up a fruit ranch in the Kootenay Valley, B.C., under the Federal Soldier 

Settlement Board plan. While in’ New York recently, he told the papers 

ay there that Canada was doipg very decently by the returned men and the 

story is published in the Montreal Gazette under a New York date line 
as follows: 

_ + “While the American Congress wrangles and squirms between the 
yote-getting advantages and disadvantages of its soldier-bonus bill, 
‘American war veterans are casting envious cyes, toward Canada and her 
soldier loan-bonus Icgislation. The one great argument for soldicr com- 
pensation here has been from the outset, ‘Look at what Canada and Aus- 
tralia have done!’ and this sentiment continues to grow in volume. None 
of the American veterans have so far been heard to say ‘Look at what 

~ the Canucks and Anzacs did!’ to merit their reward—put this is human 
nature. 

“To make things worse, to rub it in, you might say, a Canadian 
soldier comes down here and gloats over it all. This man, Licut. Leon- 
ard B. Curtis, a native of England, later an insurance broker in Toronto 
prior to the war, served in the great: war with distinction, first as an in- 
structor in Canada, and then as a bomber in Squad 206 in France, un- 
til during a raid over Mannheim, he was put out of commission, losing 
a thumb and suffering wounds in his limbs and body that kept him in a 
hospital for a year, but brought the decoration of the Elying Cross. He 
is going to Kootenay Valley}.B.C., to raise apples. He outlined the 
Dominion’s plan in detail, and said: 

“<*You know the Government docs very decently bysus chaps. It 
gives us a cent-a-mile railroad ticket from where we are discharged to 
wherever we elect to take up a claim. Here's mine, and I use it Satur- 
day. The grant of land I get will nearly be a pure gift, for my pension 
money, £52, 103, that I will get for the rest of my life, will just nicely 
pay the interest on my loan. Long before the twenty-five years roll 
round, when the loan must be made good, I hope to have it paid off by 
the profits made on the crops.” : 

Li¢ut. Curtis planned to take up a few acres in what is’ described 
as the ‘best.apple country in the world.” He has been advised to go in 

* for fruit land as a good investment and may take about four acres “with 
trees already flourishing on them. This land is worth now $1,000 an 

acre.- ‘The apples they raise out there take all the prizes, you know," 
said the Lieutenant. 

“He continued, ‘I was.an insurance broker in Toronto before the 
war, but while convalescing if the hospital I got the agricultural bug, 
like so many other of our fellows, both Canadian and English, and I 
whiled away the otherwise tedious hours by studying books on farming.” 

“Now he plans to put the agricultural ‘bug’ to work in carnest, 
but.as mentioned, he has set the bees of envy, buzzing merrily here."’

Gentus. 

John Pearson Secord lately Scalers 

od notoriety by leaving to his brother 

{a large part of his estate on condition 
that the said brother, a lifelong 
“dyed in the wool" variety of Tory, 
should stand on the front steps of the 
town post office on the 24th of May 
in each ypar and shout “Hurrah for 
Laurier,” mat the same time insuring 
the presence of a large and curious 
atdience by advertising the event 
ahead of time. 

It was a curious will and one that 
is unique In Canadian records, but it 
was typical of the man who made It. 
3. P. Sccord, during his long resi- 
dence in’ the town of Orillia, where 
he was one of tho leading citizens, 
followed ont the policy of being a 
little different from the rest of the 
people in the world. Some people 
would speak of his eccentricities; 
would it not be just as fair to speak 
of them as evidences of his peculiar 
genius For instance, Mr. Secord 
was one of the few people who havo 
been able to make a success of rals- 
ing goats in Ontario. He always had 
about a half-a-dozen goats, sleek, 
well-fed animals that were more 
than pets. In the summer time he 
let them run wild on an in 
Lake Couchiching, where visited 
them every week. 

But there was one place where Mr. 
Secord did more for his province 
than any other single man. He had 
what Is undoubtedly the fincst col- 
lection of historical relics gathered 
together by any single individual in 
Ontario, To start with were several 
chairs, etc., from the household ef- 
fects of the greatest of her name in 
Canadian history — Laura Secord, 
There were head dresses of famous 
Indian chiefs, fint-locks and fowling 
pieces about which Mr. Secord could 
tell most entrancing stories, Indian 
adzes and ‘other tools that were so 
unique that lovers of antiques from 
all the province came to sco and ad- 
mire them; and arrowheads and pot- 
tery without number. All of them 
had been picked up by Mr. Secord 
in his relic-seeking rambles around 
the countryside near Orillia, whero 
in ancient days stood an Indian 
village. iS 

The com of the collection was a 


warm] ttle silver cross of peculiar design 


and with certain characters engraved 

upon it. Mr. Secord pulled this out 
of the water while fishing at the 
Narrows, the thin strip of channel 
that connects Lake Simcoe and Lake 
Couchiching. Inxestigation proved 
that it had been lost by the great 
Champlain, who spent three days 
fishing at the Narrows in 1615. .In 
his diary he reported the loss of the 
cross, which he described. There is 
no doubt of its genuineness, as it 
has been carefully examined by auth- 
orities, who bave pronounced it the 
original lost by Champlain. 

The collection has by the will been 
left to Mr. Secord’s brother, Mr. 
Charles Frederick Secord, of Acton, 
Ontario, but one cannot help cx- 
pressing the hope that it will some 
day pass to the Royal Ontario Mu- 
seum, where it can be placed on view 
for all time, 

Even Mr. Secord’s death had a co- 
incidence connected with it, for he 
died within a few hours ofa gentie- 
man who was his lifelong political 
enemy. Tho two men, one a staunch 
Liberal of the Laurier school, tho 
other a Comservative of the Whitney 
school, had for many years refused 
to recognize each other on the street 
in passing, not because of any anl- 
mosity based on personal reasons, 
bul because of their diveise partizan 
views.

Testi Batteries With Potato. 

If you are away from home and 
have to deal with a storage battery 
of which the polarity markings are 
obliterated, here is a simple test that 
will instandy reveal to you which is 
the positive and which the negative 
pole, It is.given by Windsor Crowell

Get a fred potato; cut a slice off 
one side andistick the terminal wires 
into the cut section, about an jnch 
apart. The potato in contact with one 
wire begins to turn green, This it 
the positive rpole, therefore the other

Pour a litle of the electrolytic solu- 
Uon from the battery Into a glass, 
place both) wires inl, well apart, and 
watch the bubbles rise from them.

’ IN THE BEGINNING, 
(Extracts from Canniff’s “Settlement af Upper Canada,” Published in 1869) 

The early voyaveure, passing alors in their birch canoes, bound for the 
far west, bp the way of the River Trent to Lake Simcoe, were never attracted 
to the low, thick woods, which bordered the river called by thé Indians Sag- 
onoska. It ja true there was senerally an Indian village upon the plains 
situated te the east of the river's mouth, But the collection of rude tents of- 
fored ho special invitation. While the French, it woukl seem, never ascended 
the river, the Indians of the Missi¢ auca {ribe inhabited the region, and 
mast always hast a villas ursh tle hay shore, As we have seen, the Govern- 
ment, at the time of sur +, reserved lot number foar, which’ Included the 
river and plains, for the Tadinnas About 1789 or 1790 Captain Myers, having 
purchased a part of lot number five, of John Taylor, for $100, endeavored to 
obtain a lease of the Indian lot for a long period of years; and he subsequent- 
ly claimal the lot, averring that it had been leased to him for ninety-nine 
years. ‘This claim of Capt, Myers, it has been stated, led to the name which « 
ae long obtained, Myers’ Creek. But the claim was never recognized by Gov- 
ermment, +h theret« some reason to think that the Indians did actually 
hanrain it a The settlement upon the river, by Captain Myers, yery soon 
came to be k taptain Myers’, and the inhabitants up and down the 
hay st {the settlement as well as of the river aa Myers’ Creek. But, at 
the same timé, Myers’ mill and houge were quite remote from the’ first ool- 
lection of h@uses at the mouth of the river. Apart from the water privileges 
there waa notl to attract to, the Stace, and until the beginning of the 
present century there was not even a hut at the mouth of the river. If pub- 
lic meeting were held, they were up the front, or back near, the fifth conces- 
siou, afterward knewn as Hayden's Cornera,

It ts an interesting colneidence that 
Mrs. O. B. Shoppard, granddaught 
of the late John Montgomery, should 
be a member of the special committee 
deputed to nominate the most his- 
torical point In York for honors from 
the Dominton Government. For threo 
years her grandfather had knocked at 
the doors of the Provincial Govern- 
ment|in vain attempts to secure re- 
muneration for damages to his fam- 
ous Yonge street hostelry, which was 
burned by Loyalist forces in 1837. 

Jobn Montgomery’s grandfather, 

Alexander Montgomery, left Scotland 
for Ballyfeck, Ireland, and then 
crossed the Atlantic, landing in New 
York. His father, also named Alexan- 
der Montgomery, in 1776 joined the 
famous band of United Emptre 
Loyalista, who sought refuge under 
British law at Gagetown, New Bruns- 
wick. A cousin was Gen. Richard 
Montgomery, commander of the 
American forees, “ho fell before 
Quedce tn 1775. John Montgomery, ! 
himself, was born at Gagetown In 
1784. : 
In 1798 with his father he landed 
in Little York, in his memoira de- 
scribed as “ten log houses and six 
or elght punchcoa roofed shanties.” 
His father’s first host in York was 
Jobn Robinson, father cf the late 
Attorncey-Gencral Robinson. 

After the storm-of American in- 
vasion, in which alt had to defend 
their homes, had passed, he ‘moved 
with his father and family to New- 
ton Drook. Here he lived until 1820, 
when at his wafMiage he opened the 
“Sickle and Shcaf” Inn, later known 
as Montgomery's Tavern, It stood 
at the corner of Yonge street and 
what is now called Montgomery 
avenue. It was the first step in the 
naming of Eglinton. To-day in its 
Place stands the fine Eglinton post 
office, across the ‘avenue to the 
north are the most northerly of To- 
ronto’s police and fire stations. The 
interscction is known as “Brown's 
Corners.” ~ 
nong the points In York in 1337 
whero the “Reformers” of the period 
met to discuss the need for a general 
protest against the oppression of the 
“Family Compact,” none wan more 
«| popular than Montgomery's Tavern. 
it was this connection with William 
Lyon Mackenzie and other prominent 
agitators that brought Joho Mont- 
gomery close to the gallows a few 
years later, Just'wheo the outbreak 
took place, however, ne had legeed 
his taverfi and was boarding u cit 
hry country mansion was firished. On 
the night of December 5, 1837, the 
rebels whose project Mr. Montxom- 
ery had. actually discountenanced, 
halted before the door of the tavern. 
They wero charged by the regulars 
and history tells the rest. Cal. 
Moodie dicd In the tavern and John 
Anderson, a well-known reformer, 
was killed. After the battle, by the 
order of Sir Francis Bond-tMead, the 
tavern was burned, and, despite his 
protestations of innocence, John 
Montgomery was brought before 
Chicf Justice John Beverley Robinson 
on the charge of treason.

1 will be keeping a tavern on 
Yonge street,” was all John Mont- 
gomery “had to say" when he was 
sentenced by Chief Justice Robinson. 
TLe scaffold on which the notorious 
Lount and.

The only messages he received 
from the outside world were brought 
in a goose’n wing hollowed out and 
carried under the arm of his daugh- 
ter who was allowed to visit him 
daily.

American aviators at the front re- 
ceived only 740 planes, the addition- 
i1 427 having been “begged or bor- 
rowed -froni our allies.” 

Secretary Baker and Director Ryan

When the Compass “Gocs Mad.” 

Certain deviations from fact occur 
In the action of the compass in a 
rapidly-moving airplane, which at 
firat sight seem to Indicate that tho 
{nstrument has “gone mad” or “lost 
Its magnetism,” writes C. H. Claudy 
in Popular Mechanica. It is, there- 
fore, highly important for the pilot 
who ngpst at some time depend upon 
his compass to know when it is tell- 
ing tho truth, and when it is mislead- 
ing him. 

Obviously a properly mounted com- 


‘pass, properly compensated, and not 


affected by engine ribration, will 
when used in a plain fying straight 
ahead on a level teil the trutb as to 
direction. But if a plano ‘be flying 
from south to north and turn sud- 
denly to the right with a steep bank. 
the needle, Instead of remaining 
pointed toward the magnetic north, 
will also turn to the right. If the 
aviator trusts his compass here he 
will be seen to be turning to the left. 
If a similar turn is made tothe left 
from a south-north direction, the nee- 
dle will not indicate ft, and when the 
half turn is completed and the avia- 
tor is pointing his plane duc west, 
the necdle will show him going to the 
north. Ifthe airplane is caught in 
an eddy, and be compelled to turn 
and dodge and twist to balance and 
koep going, the compass will indicate 
anything except the true direction. 
Many aviators firmly believe that 
there arc magnetic currents or dis- 
turbances in the upper alr which af- 
fect the compass and make it “go 
crary.” Long experiments and care- 
ful investigation, however, seem to 
Drove conclusively that it is not the 
compass but the plane which moves 
distractedly, in the frst place, and 
that the apparent insanity of the 
compass Is dye to these morements 
and the vertical magnetic component 
of the governing force. The maddest 
of compasses, the most contradictory 
and insane of cards, will steady down 
to a quiet behavior once the plane Is 
succcesfully set on a straight level 
course for a period of time greater 
tap the period of the compass.

Fornwesa.

extion, *Where doce our imports 
come from.” The camphor industry 
in Formosa la now owned by Japan. 

Formosa holds a practical mono- 
poly In the world’s market of this 
valuable drug. The life of o camphor 
worker is indeed an adventurous one. 
Ho In nevee aalo from the Formoea 
head-hunters. Allhough a woodemaa 
with an ax never moves except fn the 
compeny of an arincd guard, there 
fa always danger of antam bush, 

Tales of tho camphor workers ro 
call the days of opr pioncer fathers 
In the timca of uf toinahawk, the 
poisoned arrow ind the ecalping 
knife. And yet If this menace had 
not cxisted, the camphor forests 
would have disappcared long afo-. 
Thanka to the head-hnnters, there are 
stil) large tracts of camphor forcuts 
in Formona. 7A 

Camphor trece grow -bost on mod- 
erate, well-drained stopes, not over 
4,000 fect In ctevation, where the 
sun’s rays can reach them. 

Nowhere cise in the world have 
these (recs attained auch height and 
girth as in Fornrosa. In the past, 
trees with a bazal circumference of 
from 35 to 40 fret have been noted, 
but these have Inevitably fallen vice 
tims of tho\woodmao’s az. Perhaps 
th the uncharted forcats, where the 
gavage still holds sway, more of these 
nobic spcetmens still grow unscath- 
ed. At present a camphor treo with 
\ basal efreutnference-of 20 feet ts 
onsid: a tery ample cpccimen. 

In point of view of valuc, few 
.trocn can rival the cainphor. An avcr- 
go treo, nay witha basal ‘circumfer- 
once of°12 fcct, will yield about 60 
yleuls of camphor (approalmately 
3,660 pounds) which, at the preeent 
market price, ta worth about $5,000. 

Strictly .epcaklog, there are no 
camphor forests, as tho camphor 
taurel ia only ono of a number of 
treets growing together. Tho cam- 
‘phor trees are anusually beautiful, 
with shapely trunks and wige-opread- 
ing branchea profusely covered with 
‘graceful leaven of a soft grecn.- 

Nativo stills arc acattered hero and 
thero throughout tho districts whero 
crude camphor Is collocted, packed In 
tins, and carricd down precipitous 
mountain pgths on coolica’ backs to 
the nearest railway Hne, whence it 
goca to tho refinery at Talhoku. 

The stills are OPerated ina aimplo 
manner, Campbor chips are placed 
in a chip retort qven boiling water, 
and on the ¢amphor vaporizes it 
passes through pipes Into submergotl 
vats,-which are so arranged that coc} 
water from a mountain stream-enn 
run over them to accclerato crystal- 
lization. After the camphor has crya- 
tallized the vats are opencd, and the 
.product is placed on wooden troughs 
to allow whatever {ree oll (hore may 
bo to drain off, This ofl will: ylold 
90.per cent. of crude camphor ta the 
proceed of refining.”

Ratcpaycrs have until Saturday, June 26, to file appeals 
against their assessments, the time for appeal haviag been ex- 
tended for ten days from Junc 16. 

The cntire assessment on real cstate and buildings in the 
city has been increased this year to a high figure in proportion 
to other years and cvery ratcpayer should carefully scrutinize 
the assessment slips with a view to appeal, as the poticy of the 
Board of Asscssment Commissioners, as revealed by delibcr- 
ations thus far, is to grant reductions on a basis of tem per cent. 
increase on fast year’s assessment. If this is carried out, it 
means that ratcpaycrs who do not appeal will be obliged to pay 
taxes very much in excess of those who appeal. 

*- Only a few days remain in which fo file appcats against the 
assessment, and unless ratepayers file their appeals before 
Saturday they may find themselves billed for taxes proportion- 
‘ately very durch higher than those who appeal. 

Apparently the appeal against the entire asscssment filed 
by Ex-Mayor Walmslcy will not be considered by the Board of 
Assessment Commissioners, on the advice of the City Ssticitor, 
so ratepayers shonld take no charces but protect themselves with 
individual appeals. 

While the assessment has been far too low in the past and 
an increase is justified, and indecd necessary, if the Assessment 
Act is to be complicd with, the policy of the Assessment Com- 
<<< missioners in dealing with appeals readers it necessary for all 
ratepayers to protect thcir‘own interests by making appeals.

Act 


prepared by the Government of Sir William Hearst, and enacted by the 


present provincial government, ‘isa worthy first step in practical appre 
ciation of real motherhood. 


The Mothers’ Allowance Act of Ontario defines those, entitled to 


share in its benefits as follows: 

“Subject to the. provisions of the act and the regulations, 
a monthly allowance may be paid towards the support of the 
dependent children of a mother who (a) is a widow or the wife 
of an inmate of a hospital for the insane in Ontario or of a man 
who is permanently disabled and incapable of contributing to 
the support, of his’ family. 

““(h) Was resident in Canada at the time of the death or 
total disability of the father of the children on whose behalf the 
allowance is to be made, and for a period of three years imme- 
diately prior to the application for an allowance. 

““(c) Is resident’ in Ontario at the time of the application 
for an allowance and for a period of two years immedistely 
~~. prior thereto. * ‘ 

(d) Continues to feside in® Ontario with her dependent 

children while in receipt of an allowance. 

(ec) Was a British subject by birth or naturalization or is 

the widow or wife of a British subject. 

**(f) Is.a fit and proper person to have the care and custody 

of her children. 

“(p) Has resident with her two or more of her own child- 

ren under fourteen years of age and has not adequate means 
*. to care properly for them without the assistance of an allowance 
under this Act.’” -

The low water in the harbor and at 
all river points has been giving trou- 
bie and anxicty to marine men all 
spring and summer, and various caus- 
es have been advanced for it. Navl- 
gators arc obliged to exercise the 
greatest care both here and at all 
other lake and river ports in order to 
keep St. Lawrence craft off the bot- 
tom. At many river, points the large 
freighters and passenger vessels are 
obliged to reduce speed on this ac- 
count, When the wind Is inthe north 
cast river craft have to exercise more 
than usual caution to avoid the shoals 
and steamers have been compelled to

OIL FROM 
x PEAT. 

Oil is being distilled in New Zealand from kauri-gum peat, or 
‘pukau, which is part of the soil of the buried kauri forest saturated with 
the oil of the tree. The first plant, we are told in the Universal Engin- 
eer (New York), began operation at Redholl recently. 
the following interesting information: yr 

“The plant is built .to turn out 4,500 gallons of oil per week, its 
fractions being motor spirit, a valuable solvent oil, a turpentine substi- 
tute, and pain and varnish oils: The process of extracting the oil is very 
similar to distilling oil from shale. The cost of distillation is about the 
same, but the digging of the pukau from the swamp is infitlitely cheaper

than working a shale deposit, as pukau generally runs in layers four |, 


feet thick, havingvonly one foot of overeartl. At present pukau is sieved 
by hand, the small picce$ of gum, (known as nuts, chip and seed gum) 
are saved and oil is extracted from the residue.» A new 1 
be installed for sieving the pukau and washing the gum, thus saving a 
great amount of Iabor. This will be a subsidiary branch the 
works. In the swamps large quantities of oil-soaked timber are found, 
which later will likewise be treated for oil. 

“It is claimed that the bark, limbs, and roots of the kauri-tree are 
capable of yielding 110 gallons per ton, richer than the pukau itself, and 
it is estimated that the best swamps carry five hundred tons of this oil- 
soaked timber. The supporters of this Redhill plant claim that the 
tracting of oil from pukau will become the most Jmportant industry in 
New: Zealand, since there are thousands of acres of this swamp-land, in 
the North Auckland province, and each acre contains many thousands 
of dollars’ proc of oil.’” %

For This Work. 


Bordeacx Mixture for Late Blight 
and Rot — How and When to 
Spray Effectively — How to 
Increaso Crop Yields, 


(Contribatea by Ontario Department of 
ER Agriculture, Toronto.) 


aRLY < spraying with Bor- 
deaux mixture and Paris 
green or arsenate of lead 
protect potato plants from 
Early Blight and Potato Beetles. 
Later sprayings are required as an 
insurange against Late Dilight and 
Rot of Potatoes, which is tho most 
serious diseaso of potatoes in Ontario. 
This disease usually appears about 
the middle of July if the weather is 
at all damp. Therefore, it is neces- 
sary to degin spraying for it about 
the 10th of July. Bordeaux mixture 
is the only satisfactory fungicide for 
the control of Late Blight and Rot 
of Potatoes. A poison should be. add- 
ed when necessary for Potato Bee- 
tles, arsenato of lead paste, 3% Ibs. 
to each 40 gallons of the NMquid 
spray, or Paris green 2 lbs. to 40 
gallons, or a mixture of 2 lbs, of 
arsenate of lead paste and 1 Ib. of 
Paris green to 40 gallons. Tho num- 
ber of sprayings required will depend 
upon the season, the wetter the wea- 
ther the larger the number, In wet 
weather spraying should bo done at 
least once every ten days or two 
weeks. ‘Do not put off spraying be- 
cause itlooks like rain. If the spray 
is on the plants half an hour before 
the rain comes it will be dry and 
sufficient of it will stick to prevent 
infection which takes placo during 
or soon'after rain. Most of the fall- 
ures to get results from spraying are 
duo to the fact that the spraying is 
dono after. rather than before.rain. 
Thorough spraying only is effec- 
Ure, and this requires sufficient Bor- 
deaux mixture, For the late spray- 
ings from 75 to 100 gallons or oven 
more should be applied per acre at 
each spraying. Thorough spraying 
means the covering of every portion 
of the potato plants with Bordeaux 
mixture'in the form of a fine mist. 
This can only be dono when the solu- 
tion is applied with a good pressure 
so as to insure corefing every por- 
tion of the plant. The best results 
aro obtained when a potato sprayer 
is used fitted with a T-jolnt attach- 
ment sq@@s to insure covering both 
surfaces,of the leaves at each spray- 
ing. When the plants are large it has 
been .found that it pays‘to go over 
each row twice at each spraying. 
Spraying must be continued through- 
out August and part of September, 
even thowsh the plants close in and 
cover the ground between the rows, 
Not as much harm as might be ex- 
pected will be done by the wheels

Lime acts In several ways. It 
neutralizes the acids formed In the 
poll through the decay of organic mat- 
ter; it overcomes the tenacity of clay 
soils, binds 24ynd4 together and thus 
{otproves the physical condition ‘of 
both types of soil. Lime is not only 
an essential constituent of the food 
of plants, but it also tends to liber- 
ate plant food, especially potash, from 
tho insoluble forms in the soil, bring- 
Ing them into an available state, Tho 
micro-organisms that lve on the 
roots of the nilrogen-gathering plants 


sume other forms of organisins whose 
function it is to gather nitrogen. 
Consequently it is evident that a soil 
destitute of lime or even very low 
in Mme cannot produce, maximum 
crops, Coupled with these facts, wo 
have the happy condition that lime is 
ane of the cheapestfertilizers, if we 
may call it such, 
chased. z 

Lime or Quick Lime is made by 
heating limestone rock or carbonate 
of lime, to a sufficiently high temper- 
ature to break up the compound into 
whe oxide of lime and carbon-dioxide, 
The former substance is what we 
know in common terms as “fresh 
burned lime” or “quick lime.” = 1f 
the Imestone rock is ground to a fine 
powder we have “ground limestone” 
or “agricultural lime.” It requires 
about two tons of this latter sub- 
stance to be equal to one ton of quick 
lime, and tho prices charged for them 
are in about the same proportion. 
Furthermore two tons of the former 
to one tga of the latter ard about the 
right quantitiea,to apply. 

The ground limestone rock is safo 
on any land in almost any quantity, 
and may be applied at any time of the 
year. On heavy clay soils quick limo, 
slaked before applying, may give 
quicker results; but it should not bo 
applied to Nght sandy soils. Few 
materials or fertilizers can havo so 
many good things sald about them as 
lime and none of them ¢ost so little 
tmoney. Try out a little yourself this 
year.——Prof. R, Harcourt, O. A, Col-

American newspapers inform us 
that an “open revolt" against pro- 
hibition: has» broken out in Iron 
County, in the State of Michigan. 
A party of state constables, hav- 
ing seized’ a largo supply of contra- 
‘band whisky, was stopped by a pow- 
erful force of county police and fore 
ed to give up the kegs which they 
had confiscated. 
How many people have any. idea 
that there was once a war in 
America over this self-same businces 
—the distilling of contraband spirits? 

The American colonists, having 
risen against the Mother Country 
over the Tea Tax, found their own 
Government insisting on a revenue 
tax on cll spirits, The people of 
Eastern. Pennsylvania strongly ob- 
jected,’ and. when their objections 
Were over-rulcd, actually srose in 
arms, 
The business in recorded in Amer- 
fcan history under the titleof the 
“Whisky Insurrection,” and the great 
President Washington had to raise a 
force of 15,000 men to subdue the 
trouble. Many homesteads were 
burnt, and quite a number of lives 
lost before peace was finally restored. 
The countrica which have always

‘Maimed Blind And Crippled _ 
Flock To Faith Healer 





REMARKABLE SCENES IN TORONTO AND MIRACLES LOOKED 
-FOR—J. M. HICKSON, HEALER FROM ENGLAND, 
SOUGHT BY THOUSANDS OF SICK TODAY. 


TORONTO, Junc 24.—Three hours out of the carly Middle Ages 
came today into the heart of Toronto. — 

Not since the time of St. Francis of Assisi and the humble saints of 
six hundred years ago has there probably been such a scene as in St. 
James’ Cathedral this morning, when James Moore Hickson, the English 
faith healer, laid hands on a thousand of the city’s sufferers. 

No miracles took place. No crippte cast aside’ his crutches. No 
sickiman arose from his bed and walked. The blind did not sec, sudden- 
ly, miraculously. 

But to say that a thousand sick, maimed, blind and cripple’ human 
“creatures were not healed to an appreciable extcat, uoliffed, exalted, 
drawn forth out of decp abysses of sorrow—there, not three hundred 
yards from the grey, roaring coracr of King and Yonge strects—would 
be a black untruth. 

This morning, it appeared as if the sorrow of the{city were assem- 

~ bled in St. James’ Cathedral. The gathering was like nothing on carth 
but the hosts of pilgrims described in old books, who came to St. Francis 
for the touch of hand that would drive ont discase asd pain. In moto: 
¢ars and ambulances, whccl-chairs and xfoot the sufferers came, Aged 
women borne on camp stretchers by their stalwart stns. Young mother: 
with withered babies on their breasts. Husbands with crippled wives in 
their arms, and wives supporting broken husbands. The blind were 
there in scores, and twelve splendid blind soldicrs from Pearson Hall. 4 
little angel in whitc, with wild golden hair, an igefiably sweet smile on 
her face—blind ; walking with the assurance of one blind from birth. 
And most tragic, most heart-rending of all, mothers with their tittle idiot

‘Do Not Trouble Those Parts of the 
North American Continent Where

XCEPTING a volcanic explo- 
sion of magnitude, the tor- 
nado {fs the most appalling of 
natural phenomena. No 

structure erected by human hands 
san resist it, and the only safes 
it ts a mountain range. 

dreaded “funnel cloud” always 
travels northeastward. ‘Therefore 
Eastern Canada Is fairly safe, but the 
prairie provinces ‘have not always en- 
Joyed equal immunity.. Regina suf- 
fered a few years ago, but on the 
whole they are more common in the 
United States than In this country. 

A tornado presents to the cye the 
appearance of a mass of vapor from 
which is extended toward the ground 
a whirling appendage like an enor- 


™mously magnified clephant’s trunk. 
The latter, perhaps 1,000 feet In dia- 
meter, rotates with ‘a motion contrary 


?to the hands of a clock, traveling 


along at a rate of about thirty miles 
an hour, with a roaring noise that 
deafens, and sucking up everything 
in its path, 

Tho noise it niakes is a combined 
“woo-00-00" and “whirr-rr,”. and 
has been compared to that of 1,000 
express trains passing over a bridge. 
With a lifting, sucking movement the 
cloud draws things upward; {ts whirl- 
ing motion tears them to little bits, 
and grinds them as if in a mill. 
Houses are lifted bodily off their 
foundations, and while in the air are 
torn to pieces. 

The track devastated by a tornado 
may be a few hundred feet to a mile 
wide. It is not necessarily continuous, 
for the funnel cloud may lift itself 
clear of the ground at intervals, then 
dip, and again rebound. Its arrival 
4s accompanied by frightful crashes of 
thunder .and Mghtning that set the 
whole sky aflame. Its departure is 
immediately followed by a deluge of 
rain. > 

Thero {a no safe refuge to be found 
iu the strongest building of brick or 
stone. On the contrary, such a struc- 
ture, easily destroyed by the swoop of 
the tornado, is Mable to bury people 
beneath its ruins. In the Louisville 
tornado, March 27, 1890, forty-four 
persons were killed by the collapse 
of the City Hall. On that occasion 
huge balls of fire rolled about the 
strects as a feature of the electrical 
display. 

The tornado that struck St. Louis 
in May, 1896, wiped out $13,000,000 
worth of property. After passing 
with destructive effect through sev- 
eral miles of brick buildings, it left 
the elty with greater force than when 
it entered. Hence is obvious the futil- 
ity of planting forests to the south- 
west of cities for a barrier against 
tornadoes.-The ‘trees would offer lit- 
tle more resistance than so many 
blades of grass. 

The funnel cloud is no longer a 
mystery, though its terrors have been 
no whit diminished by knowledge of 
its significance as a phenomenon, It 
Is nothing in the world but an ex- 
aggerated thunderstorm, engendered 
under like conditions, but owing Its 
development to at least one feature 
that.Is happily exceptional. 

On a warm day the alr near the 
surface of the ground has a relatively 
high temperature. A flood of cold 
air, let us say, flows In above, occupy- 
ing a higher. level. This is an un- 
stable arrangement, because the 
warm alr, being lighter, would natur- 
ally be on top, An atmospheric fuss 
results, and we have what Is called 
a thunderstorm, the warm alr and 
cold air gradually commingling. 

But occasionally it happens that 
the cold flood above finds a weak spot, 
where the upward pressure of warm 
alr from beneath is less than else- 
where. This offers a hole through 
which the cold alr can descend, and 
{t pours through exactly as the con- 
tents of an unstoppered basin of 
water escaping through the vent hole. 
You have noticed the violent whirl- 
ing motion of water escaping in this 
way; the same thing happens to the 
cold flood of air streaming down from 
above. 

The cold, descending, condenses 
the moisture in the lower stratum, 
and thus Is formed a mass of vapor- 
ous air which assumes the shape of 
@ monstrous balloon with a long neck 
extending toward the carth. This is 
the funnel cloud, which the vapor 
makes visible, The sudden condensa- 
tion of moisture causes electrical dis- 


charges of appalling violence, hence s Practor,

the thunder and lightning. 

Tho neck of the cloud is a hollow 
tube, Inside of which is a high va- 
cuum, Thus it sucks up whatever it 
comes across, emptying wells and 
ponds, and picking up houses and 
people. Revolving at a speed of at 
least 500 miles an hour, Its deatruc- 
tive force is Irresistible. More likely- 
{ts speed of rotation Is four times 
that, as may be judged from the 
fact that it will drive straws through 
inch planks, which would require the 
velocity of a rifle bullet, 

Phe tornado’s freaks are of end- 
less variety. During tho recent tor- 
nado in the west, a baby was carricd 
out of a house by the funnel cloud 
and deposited unharmed across whe 
street. It will twict lion girders and 
railroad rails into corkscrews; it has 
been known to pluck chickens with- 
out hurting them, to strip the trim- 
ming off a lady’s dress as neatly as 
if done by hand, to drive a picce of 
scantling six inches square length- 
wise through a hog, to hang buggies 
up in tall trees, to toss three-ton 
blocks of granite about as if they 
were pebbles, to transport a cow half 
a mile and set it down unhurt, and 
to take up a securely tacked carpet 
and carry it out of the house without 
tearing it. ; a eran

Kipling‘on Canadians, 

Rudyard Kipling, in his latest 
book, “Letters of Travel,” saya Cana- 
dians srect ‘visiting Englishmen with 
‘a new contempt.” > 

“One understands,” he says, “and 
accepts tho bitter scorn of the Dutch, 
and the hopeless anger of one’s own 
race in South “Africa Is also part of 
the burden, but the nadians’ pro- 
found—somet! morous, always 
polite—contempt of England of to- 
day cuts a little.” . 

He holds that Canadians resented 
tho gift of freedom to South Africa, 
where so many Canadians dicd for 
no conceivable advantage. Kinlias 
speaks of Canadians who seriously 
speculate whether England will ulti- 
mately secedo from the British Em- 
Pire to save expense, possibly by 
politically sending her children one 
by one to the nearest power which 
threatened her comfort. If Englaad 
deserted her Canada might-Just pull 
through as a nation if England did 
not help others tq hammer her. That 
is what some Gdnadians think, ac- 
cording to Kipling. He says of them, 
“The duty of developing their coun- 
try is always present, but when it 
comes to taking better thought for 
their defence they find refuge behind 
looso words and childish anticipa- 
lions of miracles quite in the best 
Imperial manner. By reason of 
thelr closeness to the United States,” 
‘ho rays {fn another passage, “they 
have caught the contagion of foul- 
mouthedness-.and accusations of 
bribery, corruption and’ evil-living 
are many.” 

Is this the reason? When Kipling 
was last in Canada the accommoda- 
tion at a certain hotel Avhere he put 
up did not sult the poet, and ho 
soundly berated the landlord, When 
he received his bill on leaving he 
found ap item which read: “To im- 
pudence, $2."

Silver-foxes start as accidents or 
casuals in a litter of red foxes, but 
they breed true to form: For in- 
stance, a red fox may havo a silver 
fox among her cubs, but all the cubs 
of a silver fox will be silvers. 

Fox ranchers only kill the pootest 
foxes for furs. For in spite of the 
fabulous prices pald for silver fox 
furs, with the new scope given the 
fox ranching industry’ the foxes are 
worth-much more to sell for breed- 
ing. Furs are gtaded according to 
quality and length of bair and full- 
ness of tho brush and are shipped 
to the St...Louls: and London fur 
markets. 

Eggs and milk are the principal 
articles of diet for the young foxcs. 
Tho older ones aro fed fox biscuits 
and skimmed milk, apples, rabbits 
and chickens and Inspected horse 
meat. 

One of the big problems of the 
fox ranchers is to ‘prevent stealing. 
A few years ago there were organ- 
ized gangs.,who ,ranged over the 
sland and raided the fox ranches. 
With a fox worth $1,400 as casy to 
steal as a pullet it was a better bus 
neas than bank robbing. 

Now every ranch has Its armed 
watchmen and a pack of blood- 
hounds. Some one is on guard day 
and “night. In addition cach fox 
rancher has some system of marking 
his foxes so that he can positively 
identify them if they escape or are 
stolen. These marks are usually 
branded on the pads of the feet cr 
else the teeth are marked. 

An organization of fox ranchers 
called the Prince Edward Island Fox 
Breeders’ Association is keeping the 
pedigrees of all silycr foxes and 
standardizing the breeding. They 
also look after legislation that will 
help the ranchers.

Grasping the rope, the “Human Fly* 
treated the spectators to a serics of 
halrraung stants. @ne of these was 
to slip dqwn the rope with a feigned 
cry of alarm and catch himself just as 
ho appeared to have Jost his hold. 

The crowd was hugely pleased with 
his performance.

; WINDSOR, June 26—Commenting 
‘upon the decision of the Rota tribunal 
at Rome in connection with tho sult in 
canon law brought against himself by 
five priests of this district, Bishop M. 
F. Fallon, of the London Diocese, who 
is in Sandwich In connection with the 
retreat at Assumption College made 
the following statement: 5 

“In 1913 certain priests of this dio- 
ceso Yorwarded to Rome a declaration 
“That Bishop Fallon. had forbidden 
he teaching of French to the children 
of French-Canadians and preaching In 
French to Catholics of that national- 
ity.” 

“On learning of the existence of 
this document, which the signers sup- 
posed would be kept secret, 1 made 
every effort to have then either prove 
the charge or withdraw it and apolo- 
gize for it, 

1 failed in these endeavors was 
obliged to Institute proceedings in my 
diocesan court. I had to meet every 
form of evasion and subterfuge. It 
was claimed that the document was 
confidential, that In as much as it had 
een filed In the Supreme Eccleslastl 
cal court at Rome, it was privileged, 
and that, finally my diocesan court 
was both incompetent and suspect. 

“On the application of the priests 
‘concerned, the case went to Rome to 
be tried on its merits. The tate Papal 
delegate, Mgr, Stagni, was appointed 
a commissioner by Rome and spent six 
weeks in Kent and Kessex taking evi- 
dence. Every opportunity was given 
for the production of witnesses who 
might be ablo to substantiate the ort- 
ginal accusation. ef 

“The ‘case has since followed Its 
course in the Supreme Ecclesiastical 
Tribunal at Romo and Its decision 
which has just been announced, em- 
bodies the following points: 

“1, The statement to which I orl 
ginally objected and which ia at the 
bottom of the whole 

found untrue, and has been orlered to 
be expunged from the legal acts. 
“2. The claim that the document in 
question could be considered as elther

“Briefly, it is apparent that the automobile—as much because of the 
carelessness of fedestdans as of drivers—is'now the deadlest machine 
in America, and unless quick and decisive action iS taken, is destined to 
become even more deadly because of its rapidly increasing popularity. 
The Wall Street Journal estimates that there are now 7, 
mobiles and motor-trucks in the United States. An automobile or truck 
to every third family; one to every fourteen persons. And the manufac- 
turers predict that two million automobiles and trucks will be produced 
and*sold during 1920. We say the automobile has become the most 
deadly machine in America because the mortality report of the Census 
Bureau and statistics being received daily by the National Safety Coun- 
cil indicate that during recent years automobile accidents have resulted 
in approximately one-half the number of deaths caused by industrial ac- 
cidents of all sorts. In Chicago 420 persons were killed in automobile 
accidents during 1919; in Cleveland, 136; in St. Louis, 973 in the Bor-

All cordite and nitro-cellulose pow- 
der stored by the Imperial Munitions 
Board in Canada is being destroyed, 
nteed Sir Joseph Flaveile, chair- 
man of tho board, when tenttoned 
the other day as to tho repo: 
sirpetion: Gf 20,000 tons of oraite 

powdet @hiclf had been stored 
near Smith’s Falls during the war.

The Baby City Has a Very Long 
History. 

After having becn a town for sixty- 
two years, Owen Sound bee at last 
become a city. s 
asscssor, Just completed, show, that 
the population is 13,218. The bill of 
incorporation was passed in the 
Legislature the other day. 

jTho story of this now Ontario city 
gued back to the time when Samuel 
de Champlain, the first tntrepid white 
Mian to pass through this province, 
paddled into the Georgian Bay, tak- 
ing possession of this vast body of 
water in the name of the greatest 
monarch of Europe, Louis XIV., King 
of France. Hearing the Indians of 
his party call this big inland stretch 
of water “Lake Manitou," which 
means in their language, “The Lake 
of the Great Spirit,” Champlain 
adopted that name in French, It was 
only aftér Canada was ceded to Dri- 
tain by France this was changed t 
“Georgian Bay,” in honor of George 
MI. reigning in England at that time. 

The name of the town itself came 
from Edward W. Campbell Rich 
Owen, who is shpposed to have en 
tered the Sound In May, 1786, and in 
1769. He was onc of the officers on 
the “Impregnable,” which his grand- 
father, Sir- Thomas Rich, rear: ad- 
triral in the navy, commanded. 

The man who really founded Owen

called “The Fly," sailed into t 
bay, and landed Mr, Stephens from 
Toronto on the shore. And Mr. Ste- 
phens had the fixed intention of 
founding a town. He immediately

arrived, It was a most forbidding 


Smith, an eminent clergyman and 
historian of Owen Sound. “Tho fat 
upon which the town stands was 


grew or rotted in the stream.” To- 
wards the bay, he says, the woods 
dexenerated Into a cedar swamp, 
alive with frogs and mosquitos, So 
dismal and trying was the situation 
fn the early days, it fs sald, that 
whiskey was considered one of the 
indispensible necessitics of life. So 
indispensable was it considered by 
the profiteers that no sooner hada 
schooner left the shore than the price 
was boosted to $1 a gallon, a signifi- 
cant amount in those days. 

When the town was incorporated 
under {ts present name, however, In 
1885, it was a vastly different plate 
than forty-four years before, when

It is intimated that Canada and 
other British -dominions will share 
the Indemnity received by the British 
Empire in the proportion which their 
expenditures bear to tho total expen- 
ditures of the Empire.

In 1783 Simon McTavish ‘united 
the rival bodies of independent fur 
traders in the sccond great corpor- 
ation, known as the’ Northwest Fur 
Trading Co., in which the explorer 
Alexander Mackenzie was a partner. 
Tho establishment of its posts all the 
way from the Missour! river ta the 
Mackenzie Badin in an ever-widening 
areca brought about finally a collision 
with the Hudson Bay interests, with 
the usual result of a combine, when 
in 1821 the newer corporation was 
merged in the older, In 1868 the 
Hudson Bay Company ceded its pow- 
ers of government to’ the’Dominion, 


but has retained ever since its trad- 
ing rights and Aiberal grants of land, 
ie At the p t time the chief oper- 


ators in U nadian fur trade are 
the Hudsofi Day Company and Revil- 
lon Fréfea to the north and west, and 
the Harmony Company tn the region 
of Labrador.to the cast. 

Two and a half centuries of trap- 
Ping, with tho spread \of settlement, 
the thrust of railroad construction, 
forest fires, and the drainage of 
swamp lands have combined.to nar- 
row the range and deplete the supply 
of the fur-bearing animals. Tho larg- 
er have naturally suffered most. The 
last surviving herds of wood buffalo 
comprise. but about 500; the plains 
buffalo as a ‘wird animal is: extinct, 
though the Dominion Parks herd in 
Alberta’ has increased to 5,000; the 
musk ox may total 25,000. Where 
104,000 bear skina were sold in the 
decade ending 1890, only 64,600 wero 
sold in that ending 1900, and in the 
same periods 227,000 foxes dropped 
to 146,000. 7 

The great rise tn tho value of their 
Pelta tends to ciminish the aupply of 
the smaller animals also. The aver- 
ago price of ermine in one decade was 
$5.18, in the next $23; silver fox rose 
from $71.80 to $168.65; marten from 
$3.29 to $8.76; mink from $1.27 to 
$3.67 and land otter from $9.56 to 
$16.81. Tho rare sea otter pelt rose 
from $86.67 to $268.60+ The prices 
of all furs since the war ended have 
been abnormal. xtra dark marten 
sold last October ror $163. 

It was, however, the normal rise 
in the value of petta that gave a start 
to the fur-farming industry. In 
Prince Edward Island this season's 
sales of fox furs are amounting to 
5,000 pelts, with prices ranging from 
$1,000 £ “silvera’ to $10 for 
“reds.” In the past year live foxes 
and pelts from Prince Edward Island 
sold for $2,000,000. The boom time 
whon a pair of silvérs fetched $35,000 
is past, but the Industry fs now Ormly 
egmblished. 
>» Tho markoting of fura was greatly 
affected by the war, which practically 
closed the German fairs at Leipzig 
and Fraokfort-on-Oder and the Rus- 
sian markets of Nijp}-Novgorod, Irbit 
and Ishim. -St, Louls and New York 
havo greatly enlarged their facilities 
and are successful rivala of London.
